1 . The objection to the drawings set forth in the Office Action of November 28, 2007 
is overcome by newly filed Figure 30, having the "Prior Art" label. The new figure was 
received on January 28, 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 through 9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests all of the elements of claim 1 , in 
combination, and particularly: 

"a first operation switch that allows an operator to select a first state assigned one 
setting value or a second state assigned a plurality of setting values;" 

and 

"a second operation switch that allows the operator to select any one of 
the setting values displayed on the display; and 

a controller that sets a first setting value assigned to the first state as an operating 
condition, when the first state is selected with the first operation switch, and sets a 
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second setting value selected with the second operation switch as an operating 
condition, when the second state is selected with the first operation switch."
